Atjii-.v.s, April 1.3.— The frontier situ- 
ation is developiug alowly, for two 
reasons. In the first place, bad wcatlier, 
snow, rain, and bitterly cold winds have 
made campaigning in the inountainuB 
districts anything but a picnic, and all 
movements have consequentlj' been re- 
tardetl. In the second place, intention- 
ally or otherwise, all dispatches are be- 
ing considerably delayed, a not unusual 
occurrence since the beginning of the 
present criaia. But if development is 
alow, it is none the lesa menacing, and 
an open outbreak of hostilities or a 
backdown upon one or the other or both 
countries most interested cannot be 
much longer delayed. As the strain of 
maintaining armies of 100,000 men 
each .in the Held is being 
felt with steadily increasing aever- 
ily by both Turkey and Greece, 
a declaration of war would be welcomed 
by either aide with a feeling of consider- 
able relief. Here and at Constanti- 
nople there are daily prolonged and most 
mysterious meetings of the councils of 
ministers, and it is generally recognized 
that there must be a decided change in 
the game before long. Both Greece and 
Turkey are trying to avoid, if possible, 
being classed as the aggressor in the con- 
flict which is apparently impending, and 
for this reason they are acting with the 
greatest cautioB,alao baying in view that 
there is a dlatlnct advantage to the side 
which can enter into a conflict with at 
least the aeeming virtue of resisting ag- 
gression. 

_ '\^'hile the antagonists arc in the posi- 
tion of two gladiators who have been 
warned in their own intereata and by 
their best friends to refrain from strik- 
ing the first blow, the Greek national 
league ia no party to any such proceed- 
ings, and as a soil of forlorn hope has 
already pushed forward a force of 3,000 
irregulars, well armed, supplied and 
equipped, accompanied by ample coiu- 
missiariat corps, through the centre of 
I lie Turliisli lines. In spite of official 
denials nobody doubts tliat the Greek 
officials were fully cognizant of the 
movement of the I^thnike Hotairia, 
which has been openly nrepared for and 
freely disciiaaed for a "long time past, 
and whose proclamations on entering 
Macedonia sets forth its objects. It is 
an open secret here that by the end of 
the present week at least 10^000 Greek 
irregulars will bo in Macedonia, Albania

ToitoNTo, April 13. — The duties which 
tiie American government intends to put 
on Canadian lumber, together with the 
threatened export duty which the Can- 
adian goveinment is urged to put on 
Canadian logs, have evidently wakened 
up the United States lumbermen. One 
lirm lias decided to come into the coun- 
try and manufacture here, and it ia said 
others are contemplating the same step.

She had been promised aix canoes 
bat diBCovered when coming to get them 
that the Indians had been oiTered a 
great temptation in tbe line of higher 
wages than* the Canadian skipper could 
afford to pay. Complaint of this was 
what lar{;ely led constable Seeley to 
make the seizure. He has been congrat- 
ulated time and again ou Ida action, and 
the outcome of hia case will bo awaited 
with interest all alonf! the water front, 
lor sealers thinlc it about time that the 
treatment tiioy have been receiving from 
the American government should in 
some way be reciprocated.

An exchan'go states positively that re- 
frigerating machinery is to be placed in 
the Alaska steamer City of. Topeka, and 
remarks in connection that when old 
timers in the Alaskan trade heard of the 
innovation they lauKhed, and remarked 
to one another that this would with a 
vengeance be "carrying coals to Newcas- 
tle." On tlie first blush it does look 
that way. The Topeka runs up into the 
regions of everlasting snow and ice, and 
it is to see the glaciere, icebergs and the 
ice-clad mountains that excursionists 
visit the far North. With ice on all sides 
it does seem strange that a steamer 
bound North should be fitted out with 
refrigerating machinery. The explan- 
ation is simple, however. iLarge 
quantities of fresh meat, butter, 
eggs and vegetables are sent every 
month to Sitka and Juneau on the To- 
peka, and during the summer months it 
is very hard to keep tbe goods in condi- 
tion. Consequently the steamship com- 
pany has come to the conclusion to put 
in ice machinery and thus keep all 
perishable goods fresh during the trip. 
A strange part of the whole matter is the 
statement that it is clieai)er to niako ice 
on board the steamer than it is to break 
it from an ice-floe with axes and load it 
into the vessel's ice chest. Such is the 
fact, however, and Chief Engineer Lace 
of the Umatilla, which arrived last even- 
ing, will remain over at Port Townsend 
to superintend the erection of the ma- 
chinery. 

GUAZED A I'EllllLE. 

The misfortunes of Uncle Sam's war- 
ships appear to follow them even to the 
placid waters of tlie Paget Sound, for 
yesterday a report was in general circu- 
lation here, as well as in Eastern cities, 
that the battleship Oregon had euU'ered 
considerable injury at Port Orchard. In- 
quiry at Seattle indicates that rumor 
this times had some slight foundation, 
although the facta were more and more 
maguilied at every mile they travelled. 
According to a niesBage to the Colonist 
the Oregon " while going over the sill of 
the Port Orchard drydock, at midnight, 
Sunday, grazed her bottom on a pebble, 
but was not uninjured." The dock, at 
the tiling of the message, had still 13 feet 
of water in it, so tluit the exact condi- 
tion of afl'airs could not be accurately de- 
termined. 

THE LAST OF THE " SPINSTEK." 

Although the hull is battered beyond 
all recognition, the engine, boilers and 
all other machinery belonging to the 
wrecked steamer Spinster have been 
SMveil and brought to town. The wreck- 
age was picked up by the steaui schooner 
Mischief and iound on tbe beach not 
inucli the worse lor the terrible experi- 
ence it liad undergone. Tho big boat 
that trailed lieliiiid the steamer at tlie 
time of her disaH'.er has like the hull of 
the larger vessel Ijeeu j)ouiided to pieces 
on the rugged coast and in a short time 
there will be nothing left to mark tbe 
Bcene of tho lamentable mishap.

SPALDING'S TACT. 

He Was Too Polite to Refuse tlie Trustees 
Invitation but He Did Not 
Attend. 

Chicago, April 13.— The disappear- 
ance of .$400, 000 of endowment bonds of 
the University of Illinois has caused a 
general scanning of securities held by 
the different banking institutions in this 
city, and it has been discovered that the 
First- National Bank has in its vaults 
nearly $200,000 of the bonds which 
formed tbe endowment fund of the uni- 
versity, of which I'resident C. W. Spald- 
ing, of the insolvent Globe Savings Bank, 
as treasurer of tbe university, was the 
custodian. Some of these bonds were 
sold outright to the bank, others are 
held as collateral for loans made to 
Spalding. On Saturday, April 3, the 
last business day before tbe failure of 
tho Globe Savings Bank, Herbert Skin- 
ner, Spalding's secretary, drew $15,000 
from the Globe Savings Bank and de- 
posited it in the Northwestern Bank to 
Spalding's private accoant. Mr. Spald- 
ing did not appear before the trustees of 
the university to-day as he said he 
would. 

DYING BY HUNDREDS. 

Chinamen Starving to Death For Want of 
Riee. 

San Feascisco, April 12.— According 
to advices brought by the Gaelic, natives 
in tbe vicinity of Ichanp, China, are dy- 
ing by hundreds of starvation. Tho 
grain crop last year was almost *a total 
failure, aud as the people exchanged 
their maize for rice to last them through 
tho winter, food has been scant for a 
long time. The oHicials are making ar- 
rangements to send rice for the strtrving 
|)cople. Owing to the difliculty of trans 
portation of tho rice in the famine dis- 
tricts, only those living along the water- 
ways are aided. 



WITH PLEASURE. 

United States Legiaiators Will Try to 
Ctaeckmate tbe Brltisli House 
of Commons. 

Washisgton, April 13. — ^Representa- 
tive Pearson of North Carolina, the 

chairman of the committee of chess 
players in tho house appointed to ar- 
range tho tournament v,-ith tbe British 
House of Commons, has forwarded a 
letter to J. Heniker Heaton, M.P., who 
is carrying on the negotiations in behalf 
of tbe British players, in which he form- 
ally accepts the challenge of the Eng- 
lishmen, 



HE KILLED THREE. 

An Indian's Method of Settling a Mining; 
Dispute. 

Mo.iAvi-;, Cal., April 13. — Reports come 
from Pawamit, a mining town in the 
desert, 120 miles east of Mojave, regard- 
ing a triple murder, stating three three 
men have been killed by "Pawamit 
Tom," an old Indian chief. Later re- 
ports verify the killing of one man 
named Longton, of Los Angeles, and tlie 
fatal wounding of two other men, whose 
names cannot be learned. The quarrel 
arose over mining property claimed by 
the indian and which the white men had 
secured. 



EVER FAITHFUL. 

The Dog Stood Guard Over His Master's 
Dead Body. 

MuiDi.Krowx, N.Y., April i:j.— The 
dead body of John Eyaii was found 
near the Erie railroad track to-day 
guarded by his dog. When a policeman 
endeavored to put the corpse into tbe 
undertakers wagon the dogattacked him 
fiercely, biting him on the arm. Kyan 
was run over last night by an Erie train 
and the dog never left his side. It fol- 
lowed the wagon to an undertakers es- 
tablishment and oven fought to watch 
over its dead master.

Both of the rowing chibB'' active 
members have commenced systematic 
work.

S.u,Mo, April 8.— On the Koynl Cana- 
dian group, seven miles from Salmo, 
the tunnel is in 60 feet, with such good 
results that it is classed as one of the 
best i)ropertiea on Salmon river and will 
before long hv in a condition to ship. 
The Oarland grouj) ndjjininir has been 
opened in three places, showing the 
enmo class of ore as at liossland. Con- 
sideraljle developtneut work has been 
dorcon the Regina and Calgary group, 
and the Salmo Consolidated company 
hare just sent up eight men to open up 
tbeirclaim on Sheep creeir. Up to a week 
or two ago the Petersoa group were in 
litigation, but it ia understood this is 
settled now and the owner ia arranging 
to put men to work gettinir out ore, as 
the mine has already ore un the ihiini) 
ready to haul to Salmo, a distance of 
«igbt miles. Mr. Donaldson, of Tort- 



land, has just purchaeed from H. Billing 
a half interest in the Johannesburc 
group hall a mile f'oni Salmo for .f.S.OOO. 
Other claims are being opened up and 
quite a number of men are at work, be- 
sides there are many prospectors at 
Roselaud just waiting for the snow to go 
to examine the country to the south and 
east. The town is growing rapidly and 
in the last ninety days thirty-two build- 
incs have been erected and more are con- 
templated. A newspaper, brewery and 
two large hotels are arranged for. Mr, 
Panier, of Spokane, is erecting a hotel 
on Sayward avenue, and Mr. HoU, of 
Tacoma, has started a three story build- 
ing on. Davies street. 

ROSSLAND.

from near the surface and has been 
honey-combed by the action of the air. 
In the little cells thus formed may be 
seen many pieces of free gold ranging in 
size from a j)in i)oint to a small pea, 
while s-iniilar particles appear in the 
pure white <niartz, which iorins the ma- 
trix of the iidnerale. Several pieces of 
the ciuartz brought in were "rotten," 
and the pure metal couhl be easily 
picked out \yitli a pen-knife. One re- 
sult of the excitement occasioned l.)y 
these discoveries is that every available 
inch ot land near these claims has been 
staked and re-staked, and a good many 
citizens who have before held aloof 
from mining are now "red-hot" on the 
subject, and are using every effort to ob- 
tain a location or interest in claims ad- 
jacent to those upon which this gold has 
been found. — Vernon News.

rO-DAY-S VOTING. 

We think that the scliool trustees 
hnvu muJe out a yood cage for the reno- 
vation of the High School building and 
tliat it would be well for the taxpayers 
to vote fpr the by-law to authorize a loan 
of $17,000 for that purpose. The health 
of the pupils of the achool is of even 
greater imporfcanco than their education 
and there seems to he no doubt that the 
eanitary conditions of the building are 
very deffictive. J/cos saiia in rorjn 
»ano 18 a good maxim, aul the taxpayers 
will make uo mistake by acting on it 
From an educational point of view a 
good airy schoolroom is an advantage. 
Pupils study better when their sur 
roundings arc wholesome. 

AS to the Library by-law, it can hard 
ly be necessary to say even one word in 
its favor, but we will say three, namely, 
"Vote for it." 



We have already seen that Germany, 
France and some other countries are 
talking of retaliatory measures. This 
will have no deterrent effect upon Con- 
gress. Indeed it is only likely to stillen 
it in the course to which it is apparently 
committed. The demagogue will howl 
about the Old World endeavoring to co- 
erce America and their game will bo 
won. 

In Canada, while the advantages of 
protection will be retained, the policy 
likely to be adopted is for the extension 
of the country's commerce. Instead of 
setting obataclea in the way of trade with 
the greatest of all trading nations, the 
idea will he to encourago and develop 
an interchange of commodities with the 
United Kingdom. It is likely that ac- 
tion of this kind on our part will be re- 
ciprocated by the Mother Country, not 
in !«ed by any tarifT provisions in our 
favor, but by what will be far better, 
namely, the drawing of the two coun- 
tries more closely together by commer- 
cial and financial bonds. If this can be 
accompliahed the advantage to the Do- 
minion will be incalculable. Canada of- 
fers to-day to colonists and capitalists 
advantages wliich are no lesa command- 
ing than tlioBC tln' development of which 
matie the United States the marvel of the 
age. There is in (ireat Britain a growing 
appreciation of the great poaaibilitiea of 
the Dominion, Never before has our 
country been as well understood there as 
now. Xevar before has there been hucIi ' 
a disposition to aid us in the exploita- [ 
tion of our enormous natural wealth. 
If we extend through a sympathetic 
tarill'an invitation to British trade and 
liritish capital we may rest assurred 
that the invitation will be readily ac- 
cepted. 

Thus we have two tarifl' policies to be 
inaugurated this year. What the re- 
sult of each will be is a subject of pro- 
found interest to the whole civilized 
world. It is likely that the Canadian 
policy if framed on the lines mentioned 
may lead to tlie consolidation and 
strengthening of the Empire, It is not 
improbable that the American policy, if 
not materially altered may weaken the 
Union of States, by accentuating the 
sectional and clasa antagonisms which 
have been ao marked during the past 
few veara. 



\Vk observe in a contemporary the 
statement that Mr. Rithet at the railway 
meeting held in Victoria laat week re-, 
fleeted on the career of Mr. Shaw, 0. E., 

who made the observation aurvey of the 
line across the Hope mountaina. This 
ia a pure invention. All that Mr. Rithet 
did was to question the value of so hur- 
ried a aurvoy in view of the fact that 
Marcus Smith, C. E,, had declared the 
line to be practically not feasible.

TWO TARIFF POLICIES. 

It is noteworthy that the two countries 
which divide this Xorthern continent 
between them, for Mexico may be 
garded as a Central American atate, are 
engaged at the same time in dealing 
with their trade relations. The United 
States is trying a new experiment in 
protection. It ia said that the Dingley 
tariff will be found to be considerably 
higher than that to which President 
McKinley gave his name. Until th 
iSenate haa got through with it and tli 
result of the conferences Ijotween the 
two houses is known the exact nature of 
the new schedule will he uncertain, but 
this much ig certain, that the ruling idea 
of the promoters of the new tari3 is to 
restrict imports. That this should pre- 
vail in the United States at a time when 
rival countries are competing more vig- 
orously than ever for the supply of tlie 
markets where the Auiericans wereonci 
supreme furnishes a striking comiufu 
tary upon the wisdSm of popular ver 
diets. The time was when Europe had 
to go to the United States for certain 
products, but that has passed, Austra 
lia, .Vrgecline, Canada, Russia and 
lOgypt are supplying wlieat, cattle 
sheej), c(jtton and petroleum to Western 
lMiro|ie, and especially to the United 
Kingdom, which was the great market 
for the surplus products of United 
States farms. New competitors are 
likely to be in the field, such as South 
Africa and Southern Brazil. In the face 
Ol' therio new conditions the jieople of the 
United Stales have conriudcnl to try a 
new cxperiinent in protection, that is to 
say, they are going to iuterpose Iregh ob- 
stacles in the way of their exi)ort trade, 
for it is an axiom of commerce that, 
other things being equal, nations will 
trade with nations that traile with them. 
At present GO per cent, of the exports of 
the United States are sold to the liritish 
JOmpiru, and yet probably the leading 
feature of the new taril! will be its de- 
vices for preventing the importation of 
British goods. The effect of the McKin- 
ley tariff, by interrupting the free course 
of trade, was well nigh diaaatroua. It 
did a great deal of injury to the linancial 
position of the country. That the Ding- 
ley turill", if it goes through in anything 
like the shape it came from the House of 
Eepresentatives, will simply reproduce 
in an aggravated form the effects of the 
McKinley tariflf is conceded by all 
ihe leading authorities on commercial 
questions in the United States. The 
trouble there is that the tarili' is in the 
iiandsof a ring of manufacturers' agents 
and demagogues, who will not liaten to 
reason, and who care for nothing so long 
as their own private ends are served.

ope ; a country in which on June 22 the 
aun will not go down, for the day god 
will have risen out of the Atlantic waves 
before he hag descended behind the 
mountains which mark the boundaries 
of Golden Yukon. Yes, Mr. Laurier 
will be alone as the representative 
of Canada; but think of what 
he will represent. There never 
marched in a procession in Imperial 
Rome, in all the pride of her greatest 
power, the feudatory potentate of a 
kintrdom hall ao great or with a tithe of 
the potentialities of the iand which Wil- 
frid Laurier will represent when ho 
Ukea his jjlace in the Jubilee parade.

tion to oppose the bill. Indeed, in the 
brie! reference made to it, the opinion 
was ex])resaeil that neither jiolilical 
party liktd the present franchise law. 
Uur correspondent is in doubt as to how 
the provincial franchise can be worked 
at Dominion elections, but he forgets 
that it waa so worked and very satisfac- 
torily for years. In respect to cases 
where the Dominion and local electoral 
districts do not coincide, the bill pro- 
vides that the returning officer shall 
make out lists of the fractional parts of 
districts, being governed in so doing by 
the provincial voting list. He does this 
after he gets the writ and it will in no 
case bo an exjiensive matter. We favor 
the provincial franchise in Dominion 
elections for the same reason that we op- 
pose Dominion interference with local 
legislation. This is a federal union of 
provinces and the provinces ought to 
maintain the largest measure of self-gov- 
ernment consistent with a 'Confedera- 
tion.

SECOND D ^Y'S HEARING. 

Van Volkeoburg vs. Bank oi B.N.A., Heard 
By Mr. Justice Walkem. 

The .trial of B, Van Volkenburgh and 
Brother vs. the Bank of British North 
America waa heard on Monday and yes- 
terday before Mr. Justice Walkem. It 
seema that in 1888, while the plaintiff 
firm were doing buaineas with the hank, 
they deposited among other securitieH to 
I)rotect an overdraft 21 paid iip sliarea in 
the New Westminster & Burrard Inlet 
Telephone Compaiiv, Ltd., worth at par 
value .■flUO each. Karly in KSi)0 tlieplain- 
till's say that thisoverdralt was leas than 
•to, 000 ; that the bank (juito unawares to 
them sold the aliaroa for .$2,7110; that 
they have been unable to get any track 
of the aliares since the Bale, ami Uiat 
diviilenda and prolita have also been i>aid 
in the interval from which tliey liiive 
been in no wise benefited. They 
claim I an account jjand a declaration 
that the shares are now held in trust for 
them, or in the alternative the sum of 
$H0,000 damages. The defence is Hi at 
after continual attempts to obtain pay- 
ment of the $7,048.40 due on overdrafts 
from the plaintiffs, the bank, early in 
the year 1890, obtained plaintiffs' aath- 
ority to sell the said ahareo at the best 
price obtainable, and they accordingly, 
on the Kith January, were sold for ^2,700. 

The evidence of B. Van Yolkenburg 
and J. Van Volkenburg waa taken Mon- 
day. ICach swore that in his opinion 
the shares were worth over ^;2fl0 each. 
Crosa-examined, the witnesses admitted 
that they were unaware of the Unancial 
condition of the company at the time of 
sale or the amount of its assets or liabil- 
ities or the cost of maiiiieiiiince and 
operation of the company, its receipts or 
expenditures. 

■i'eaterday the evidence of J . C. Arm- 
atrong and'W. T. .Salsbury, given at the 
partial hearing of the case before Mr. 
Justice McC5oll, waa read for the plain- 
lifiFs. Each stated that in bis opinion 
.file, the amount realized by the bank 
on sale of the stock, was a good price at 
the time. Mr. Salsbury made a state- 
ment of the (join pany's affairs in Febru- 
ary, hS'.iO, showing actual assets, -"(lH,- 
■I10..'il; depreciation account, i;7,;)il7.2ii ; 
or a total of ^28,408.00; and liabilities, 
sundry creilitors, .t7,-lU8.(50 ; lirst mort- 
gage bonds, $."),000; total $12,408.60. 

Alter the sale the company raised fresh 
capital, acquired the Nelson Telei)lione 
Company, the JCootenay Lake Telephone 
Company and an interest in the Nanai- 
rao Telephone Company, created a re- 
serve fund, issued debeiiturea and had 
paid dividends of 10 per cent, since. 

For the defence G. H. Burns, manager 
of the bank, was called and stated that 
the bank had frequently pressed Van 
Volkenberg Bros, to reduce tiieir over- 
draft before the pledge of the atock. On 
account of the non-reduction of 
the overdraft the plaintiffa gave 
the bank written authority to 
sell the stock without further notice.

FORTY-FOURTH DAY. 

Tdesday, April IS, 1SD7. 

The Speaker took the chair at 2 
o'clock. 

Prayers were read by Rev. J, F. Belts. 
Mr. Kennedy presented a petition 
signed by every minister in the four 
coast citiea, asking that municipalities 
l>e given power to pass a carfew bell by- 
law. The petition was read. 

Mr. Smitii presented the first report 
of the atandiug committee on mines. 
This report wus received^ 

Mr. Kellio moved aiul Capt. Irving 
Eeconded the following resolutiun : " That 
whereas the country lying to tfio north 
of British Columbia," by virtue of its 
geographical position, is closely related 
to this province and i\idely removed 
from other organized portions of the 
Dominion of Ganadu : 

" And whereas the natural lines of 
communication by laud and water are 
north and south by way of and tlirough 
this province, and render the resources 
of that country almost wholly tributary 
to the trade and commerce of British 
Columbia: 

" And whereas large areas of the ter- 
ritory in question, more particularly the 
Yukon country, are highly mineralized, 
containing rich qaurtz ledges and placer 
digL'ings, and are attracting a largo min- 
ing population, with prospects of becom- 
ing in places thickly settled and proypor- 
oue by reaaon of such mineral wealth: 

"And whereas it is desirable, and in 
the interesta of the province of iJritish 
Columbia, that said territory should 
have a settled and effective form of gov- 
ernment, and a civil code similar to that 
in force in this province: 

"And whereas tlie distance from the 
seat of the Canadian government rendfrs 
it difficult to satisfactorily enforce tlie 
laws specially enacted for the unorgan- 
ised territory of the northwest: 

"Therefore be it resolved, that a re- 
spectful address be presented to His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council, setting forth that in the 
opinion of this house negotiations should 
be opened up with the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, having in view the enlarge- 
ment of the boundaries of British Col- 
umbia so as to include the territory 
northward as far towards the Arctic 
Ocean as may bo deemed practicable for 
provincial purposes, and i)arlicularl y in 
regard to the prosecution and control of 
thf mining industry." 

}tlr. Kellie, speaking in support of liia 
resolution, said that if we took in the 
portion of country he referred to we 
should add 187,000 square miles of min- 
ing country to our territory. The coun- 
try was as rich in gold as Kootenay. 
The Yukon country only wanted proper 
railway connection to make it as pro- 
ductive as Kootenay. He was not one 
of tliose who claimed that Kootenay was 
the best portion of the country and con- 
taineil all the wealth. He was ([uite 
willing to admit the claims of Yale, 
Cariboo, Omenica, Cassiar and Yukon. 
He felt, however, that tliis whole min- 
eral belt should be under the same gov- 
ernment and tlie same laws. Tlie 
miners of Yukon, so far as lie knew, 
were auxioaa to come under the mining 
laws of British Coluiiiliia. It migiit be 
argued that tliere would have to be too 
much outlay for a new province in the 
Yukon. He believed that that outlay 
■would be far more than compensated for 
by the royalties received from the mines. 

Mr. Booth opposed the motion. 
could not see that the province would 
gain by adding a large country to its ter- 
ritory, which was already too large. 

Mr. Seralin did not think the mover 
had made out his case, and he did not 
see that we should take the responsiljil- 
ity of governing the Yukon country out 
of the hands of tlie Dominion govern- 
meut. We would have to pay for roads 
and schools and hospitals there, but the 
Dominion government would reap the 
createst benelit from the development. 
It was altogether in the interests of the 
province tiiat the resolution should not 
pass. The burden of governing and 
opening up the country would not be 
compensated for by the revenue received 
He believed that all the advantages to 
be derived from the country would come 
to British Columbia without legislative 
union. 

Hon. Premier Turner thought the re- 
marks of the hon. leader of the opi)j)osi- 
lion contained a great deal of inith. 
Were ibia unioncarried out the province 
would assume ii very heavy responsibil- 
ity. He (lid not see where tlie revenue 
would come in commensurate to the 
enormous expense that would beentailed 
on the province in connection with it. 
Ho did not think that we knew enouub 
yet about the Yukon country to pats such 
a resolution as this, and moreover he 
(lid not see liow the addition of that dis- 
trict to the already large dinieiifcions of 
Jjritish Columbia would bo likely to 
])rove of any great advantage to the pro- 
vince. Aa to the busineaa that we should 

fet from it making the country a part of 
iritish Columbia would not greatly add 
to that. He was sorry to object to the 
resolution but he could not see what ad- 
vantage it would be to British Colum- 
bia. It would be far better to jiostpone 
such a thing until a much larger devel- 
opment by the Dominion governmitnt 
)iad t:-.keii place. The attention of that 
government had already been ealleil to 
the great wealth of the conntry and they 
are already doing soiiielbing. 

Mr. Adams agreed with the leader of 
the government and the leader of the 
opposition and said he would oppose the 
motion. 

Mr. Kellie was sorry that hon. mem- 
bers could not rise to " the occasion . 1 n 
a few years they would see that they had 
lost a golden opportunity. In that time 
Yukon would bu consideied one of the 
richest mining aectioiia in the world. 
Wiiere was tiio revenue to come from? 
Was asked. It would come from the 
mines. Ho exjiected that Kootenay this 
year would give the province a (|iuu-tei- 
of a million dollars. 

Hon. Mr. Turner — " I am glad to liear 
it." 

Mr. Kellie said ho was satialied that 
the Yukon would one day return tliou- 
saiuis of dollars for every dollar put 
into it. 

The resolution was defeated by 20 
votes to 7, only Messrs. Mutter, Kellie, 
Hume, Hud', Irving, Heliucken and Eb- 
erts noting for it. 

Mr. Semlin asked for information as 
to the Easter adjournment. "On this 
side of the house," he said, " we feel 
like going on with work and sitting 
every day this week, and every evening 
if necessary. At any rate we are in 
lavcir of going right on, with no adjourn- 
jnent for holidays on this occasion. Our

Hon. Mr. Turner said: "I am not 
prepared just now to tell you exactly 
v/hat our course will be, but I can pretty 
well let you know this evening.

After some minor 
amendments had Lieeu passed, Mr. Pors- 
ster moved to insert a new clause, 152, 
obliging all companies operating under 
the provisions ot the bill to come under 
Mr. Adams' Alien Labor Act, 1S07. 

Hon. Col. Baker said it was inconsist- 
ent to introduce sucli legislation aa that 
into the bill. Thny must forbid everyone 
from employing Chinese or Japs if they 
prevented these companies from doing 

BO. 

Ultimately the suggested clause was 
laid over for further consideration and 
the committee rose and reported pro- 
gress. 

Mr. Semlin asked the Premier to ex- 
plain the Railway bill. 

Hon. rreiiiier 'Turner said the matter 
woulil come up this week, possibly on 
Wcilnesilay. 

Moil. Premier Turner moved the sec- 
ond reading of the act to amend the 
Dairy Associations Act,.lS!)5. He said 
llie bill really exiilained itself. The 
ameiiil mailt proposed to the act 
of ISHo had been suugeated ^ by a 
number of dairymen in difl'erent 
parts of the country, who liad 
recommended that jiower should bo given 
to asauciations to extend tlieir business 
6o that they might include the keeping 
of swine, and the manufacture and s.ile 
of the various products resulting there- 
from ; and the dealing in swine and cat- 
tle foqils for the purpose of supplying 
such foods to the patrons of asBociations. 
Those amendments would make the bill 
more complete than it was, although, he 
might say, that dairymen were perfectly 
satisfied with the 18885 act. 

The second reading waa agreed to and 
the measure was passed through com- 
mittee, the report adopted and tlie bill 
read a tliird time and passed. 

Hon. Mr. Turner moved the second 
reading of the bill to amend the Dairy- 
men's Association Act, 181)1. He said it 
had for its object the reduction of the 
subscription to such associations from 
to .'fl. The bill was read a second time, 
passed througli its committee and re|X)rt 
stages, and was read a third time and 
passed. 

Hon. Col. Baker moved the second read- 
ing of the bill to amend the school act. He 
said it waa a recommendation from the 
council of Vancouver, the purport of 
which was that they should have an 
opportunity of electing women school 
trustees. As there waa no objection— 
on the contrary there was every reason 
why the right should be granted— he 
now luought this amendment before the 
house. The working of women school 
trustees in Victoria had been found to 
be very beneficial, and he had no doubt 
that in Vancouver it would have a 
similar effect. Other citiea which de- 
sired to do the same thing had power 
given them under the bill to do so. 

The bill was read a second time and 
was partially considered in committee. 

The house again went into committee 
on Mr. Booth's rural liquor license bill, 
Mr. Cotton in tlie chair. Mr. Booth 
moved aa an amendment that when a 
license is applied for in a rural district 
the potittoners shall not include resi 
dents 01 any iiuinu;i|>ality without the 
live mile limit mentioned in the bill 
Tills was agreed to and the committee 
rose and reported progress. 

The house went into committee to 
further consider the Tramway bill, Mr 
HuflF in the chair. The bill was reported 
complete without amendment and was 
read a third time when the house re 
Bumed. 

The house went into committee on the 
Tire bill, Mr. Braden in the chair. 

Mr. Semlin objected to the Wide Tire 
.\ct being made to apply to the whole 

province. He moved that the commit 
tee rise. The motion waa defeated and 
progress was then reported. 

Dr. Walkeni moved the second read 
ing of his Small Debts bill. Ho said that 
there waa no provision in the bill reduc-

ai'jjear the magietrate should dismiss 
tlie application.

THE MATERNITY HOME. 

Work of This Philanthropic Institution 
Established Upon a New Basis. 

Henceforward the "Maternity Home 
Committee" will be known as the 
Maternity Home Nursing Society. Such 
was the decision arrived at a meeting of 
the subscribers held in the city hall 
yesterday morning, when the following 
self-explanatory report on the matter 
from the home committee was adopted : 
(Scheme Proposed by the Committee of 
the Maternity Home.) 

April 13, 1897. 
:\.t tlie last meetinj; of subscribers 
and their friends, held in November, 
1896, it was decided to re-open the Ma- 
ternity Hotne for the use of paying and 
free patients for six months. The com- 
mittee met with a generous response and 
the sum of nearly five hundred dollars 
was guaranteed in yearly and monthly 
subscriptions. But the number of pa- 
tients in the Home since November has 
been 80 small that the committee does 
not feel justified in continuing the work 
without laying the fuiures before the 
subscribers and inviting their opinion. 

" The number of paying [latients since 
Dec. 1st has been three. The number 
of free patients is only one and that case 
came from outside the city of Victoria. 

"The conimitteo believes that two 
reasons can be given to account for this 
small number of patients; the exisleuuo 
in the city now of other private homes, 
which are preferred by paying patients 
to what is considered as a public institu- 
tion, and also the ditUculty that free pa- 
tients find in many cases in leaving 
their own homes. Three instances of 
this are known in the last month, but 
with each of them the committee be- 
lieves that a nurse sent to the house 
would have been a great help. 

"The Friendly Ilelp Society, whoso 
valuable work is now everywhere recog- 
ni:^ed, have, so tliitj committee under- 
stands, had an ofl'er from one or two of 
the nurses in tliia city tc go free of 
charge when they are not otherwise en- 
gaged to any sick person. As it may 
happen tliat tiiese nurses are not at lib- 
erty when needed, and as it is certain 
that there are many more cases that 
could bo helped, tiie committee of the 
Maternity Homo now wishes it to bo con- 
sidered whether the funds placed at ita 
disposal might not be more proUtably 
employed in paying a trained nurse, to 
be at the disposal of the committee, to 
be sent to attend naaternity cases, and 
afterwards to such cases as deemed de- 
sirable by the health oQicials or any 
other medical men. The committee 
suggests that the salary of tlie nuree be 
$,■!.") a month (flL'O a year), that $150 be 
allowed for incidental expenses (such as 
telephone, cab liiro \yhen necessary, 
itc), bringing the expenses up to $570 a 
year. The committee further suegests 
that two suitable rooms be furnished for 
use of the nurse, anci that the remainder 
of the furniture now in the Maternity 
Home be sold to the beat ad vantage. The 
present income is :

" The balance that will remain, after 
bills for this month are paid, would be 
sufficieot, with the unpaid yearly and 
monthly subscriptionB, to allow the pro- 
posed scheme to be tried for six months 
or until the end of November, when the 
financial year ends." 

"Tlie coinmitteo suggesta that inas- 
much as the Friendly Help has already 
knowledge of cases needing aaaiatance, 
that their co-operation be invited and 
their visitors asked to report to some 
member of the committee of the new 
scheme, who would immediately com- 
municate with the nurse. Anyone not 
belonging to the Friendly Help must 
notify a case to some member of the 
committee of the new scheme, who must 
satisfy herself tliat tlie case is one re- 
quiring the services of the nurse. 

"The appeal to the subscribers is : Do 
they consider it wise to carry on an in- 
stitution which while involving great 
expense does not supply an existing 
need, or do they think it would be better 
to change the methods of work so as to 
bo of greater use to a large number of 
people in the city by sending necessary 
lielp into the homes, without obliging 
the mothers an<i patients to leave their 
homea and fiunilies. 

"If the subscribers do not favor this 
scheme the committee Buggesta that the 
homo b(! dosed and the money kepi in 
the bank until fnrtber demand ariaeu for 
ita more profitable employment."

ONLY A SOLDIER. 

But His tted Breeches Scared the Spokane 
People Into Fits. 

M. Duhel of the French army, waa in 
the city for a few hours Sunday night, 
leaving bright and early yesterday morn- 
ing on foot for Kalispell, INIont. 

His brief stay here was BufBcient, 
however, to nearly Bcare to death two 
young men who room at the New Jersey 
bonae on Sprague avenue. 

Duhel is dreaaed in his regimentals, 
conaiating of red trousers, blue coat, red 
cape and red helmet. He is tali and 
cannot speak a word of English, fle 
wandered into the lodging house about 
11 o'clock Sunday night in search of a 
place to sleep. Two of the ' young 
men lodgers met him in the 
hall; his peculiar dress added to 
his peculiar language, led them 
to believe he was an escaped lunatic and 
they flew yelling help, police, murder 
and thieves. They reached the police 
station and reported the supposed insane 
case, and ofhcers were at once sent out 
to investigate. In the meantime tli 
Frenchman came out of the building, and 
meeting an otlicer, wag directed to the 
Great Northern depot. He reached there 
shortly afterward, and was kept in cus- 
tody some time by the special watchman 
at the yards, who also took him for a 
lunatic. Later he waa brought to the 
police station. Acting Captain Brock- 
man took him out to a restaurant to get 
something to eat. Here Duhel found a 
fellow countryman and poured his 
strange story Into hia eara. 

It seema he deserted for some cause 
from the regiment to which he belongs, 
then quartered at Madagascar, ami 
escaped on a sailing vessel. After a long 
ocean voyage he waa landed at San 
Francisco and started on his long jour- 
ney to Kalispell, where he has a friend 
named Gorn in tiie saloon business. 

He complains bitterly of the treat- 
ment lie receives, saying he is no freak 
to be stared at nor insane man to be im- 
priaoned. Ho has a little money, not 
enough to pay railroad fare nor buy new 
clotlies. Ills regimentals are strong and 
whole and he intends to wear them. 

Brockman toolc liim to the north side 
and directed him on Ills eastward way, 
and with a smile of thanks the French- 
man tipped Ilia hat and " hit the ties " 
as the morning sun rose from behind the 
snow-clad mountains to tbe east. —

Tho liair is usumUv shaved 
along the top of tho crown, hut left 
Ions on either side, though little or 
nothing of it is vi.sible, owing to tho pe- 
culiar and chariictiTistic manner in 
which the men deck their heads. The 
Kurd's costume is di.stinctly his own, 
md except in tlu3 .'^outh, whore he ha.^ 
como more or less under Per.sian inllu- 
ouco, ho never abandons it. A high sillf 
pointed cap crowns the head, round 
whicli is woven a number of silk scarfs 
and handkerchiefs in skillfully arranged 
(lisord(n'. 

The favorite colors for these turbans 
aro dark elaret and gold, with here and 
there a narrow stripe of some brilliant 

hue. Tho rough fringes are left hanging 
down, as often as not covering the eyen 
and ears of tho wearer and adding not a 
ittle to his fimtastic appearance. Over 
a white linen shirt, with sleeves that 
cud in points more than ;i yard long, so 
that they touch tho ground, a silk coat 
is worn, la-ushed strawberry heing thi- 
favorito cidnr, though cherry color and 
white satin are almost e(iually com 
moil. These coats are made collarles.-- 
and open at tho neck and told acro-sstlu 
hreast, heing hold in place by a widt 
silk sa.sh .skillfully f(ddod and iirler- 
twined. In this sash tho long pipe and 
curvud dagger aro thrust.

W"". Foster Feels Toucliy On tlie " 'I'hunder- 
er's *' Remarks About Seals. 

Washington, April i.'l.— The London 
TinneB, commentint; on the ajipoiiitinent 
of Mr. I'oster to take cliartje of fur seal 
maltere, expresseB aurprisu and disap- 
pointment at what it terms tho re-npen- 
iog of the Behring Sea queetion. 
Mr. Foster, on his attention be- 
ing called to the Times editorial, 
said lie reciprocated the surprise that a 
responaililt! journal Bhoiilil, upon an uii- 
Hubetanlial hasi.s, arraign tlie United 
Stiitea for an intention to iiii])eacli llie 
Paris award and Btrilu; a blo'.v at the 
principle of arljitratioii. The coiuiuct of 
tiie United States in tho past liundrud 
years, lie yaid, ehallemreH coniiiariBon 
with that i5f (.i real IJritaiii or any ottier 
nation on the sulijeet of arbitra- 
tion. As to the Paria award, 
Mr. Foster said our government has 
shown no indisposition to accept in 
good faith, nor in tbe recent action of 
tbe President in intrusting ttie seal 
question in its present status to bis 
(Foster's) direction, any indication of 
the intention of tbe President to evade 
its conseqaences ; but tbe Times is mis- 
taken in its assertion that regula- 
tions for the preservation of the seals 
is a closed (luestion, as is evidenced by 
tho sending to the islands last year by 
both governnients of einiiient aineiUista 
to stutiy and rei)ort iijiun tho jjresent 
condition of the lierd. 

" The exjiressed object of the Paris 
arbitration," iMr. Foster states, " was to 
preserve tho seals from e.xtinclion, and 
ijotli governmentB are pledged to 
secure that end by all need- 
ful meaBures. If the scientists 
can see the herd is in danger of exter- 
mination action by the covorument is 
demanded.

McCandlcss ngaiu appeared be- 
fore the people on the platform to advo 
cato the bniidiiij; of tho Vancouver, \'ie 
toria and Kastern road, lie wisiied just 
to state that be hail no personal interest 
in the company, and that be had not 
been appointed by any one of the pro 
moters. He took tbe part he diil lie 
cause he believeit — after bavin<,' been 
twice to Kootenay — that tho road was 
absolutely needed. There wiis a large 
population at each end of the line. From 
here to the mountains the line would 
run through a rich tract of country, 
and on the other side of the 
mountains there were 30,000 or -lO.OlJO 
people waiting for connection with the 
coast. Ore was beginning to be shipped 
out from tbe country to the coast in such 
large quantity that in five years they 
would see not one smelter here bat five. 
It was not hia intention to criticize the 
<;overniiient. ile was satisfied that they 
recotini/.ed that the time had arrived 
when they must develop the country 
and the only way to do that wag by rail- 
ways. The government could not aid 
all the roads that were asking fur 
assistance and therefore they must 
help the ones that would give 
the most benefit. Tho ^'anl•oll- 
ver, Victoria and Eastern Piiil- 
way Company was one of these. 
There had been much said about the 
route not being feasible. They had all 
evidence that it wns feasible. Marcus 
Smith, who made his surveys 20 years 
ago, was looking for a one per cent, road 
and could not find one. The route was 
therefore declared to be impossible. But 
to-day fouy or five per cent, routes were 
not impossible ones. As a matter of 
fact, he believed that this route would 
be the easiest route of all the raihvays 
across the inountains. He had been 
told that it was the intention of the 
jroverniuent to grant a subsidy for the 
road, if not for the whole route, at least 
for a good deal more than was intended 
at first. He had been informed that the 
C.P.R. bad guaranteed a rate to the 
smelter on the coast fioiu Penlictouat 
$5 a ton ; the coast line, v\liich would be 
150 miles shorter^ could cnr; v it for i^'-'i ;•. 
ton. He moved tho resolution as it ori- 
ginally stood as printed, but It is given 
here as amended afterwards. It reads:

Some fault was found with the Colon- 
isr by II.

After reniarkiii}; that it was a 
niatler of importance to the citi?-.ens of 
N'ictoria that this bonusshould be made, 
he eaid that the Colonist admitted that 
the irovernment might eea its way clear 
to extend the api)lication of tlie subsidy 
bdl so as to include tbe section between 
Hope and Penticton. He believed that 
they all hoped the iroveniin.ent wouid 
see its way to assist in constructing the 
road as far as Penticton, and not leave 
out the section between Chilliwack and 
H<)\is It seemed to him that the Col- 
onist made light of the deputation that 
came here from tbe Mainland On this 
matter, He felt that deputations from 
boards of trade and city councils were 
worth listening to, especially when they 
came to lay before the government the 
views of cities like Vancouver and Xew 
Westminster. 

Mr. H. D. Ilehncken, Jf.P.P., (piite 
agreed with Aid. McCandlesa that pub- 
lic meetings were good " for the whole 
lot of us." He congratulated the mayor 
on the e.Ncut-e he had found for postpon- 
the JJiamond ,Jubileo meeting bit- 
cause he was certain aood would reault 
from this gathering. J->ealing with the 
reeoliition, he nrved that it was unwise 
to refer as it did to the Britisli Pacific, 
and tho wordiDg, AB StaieJ, was altc;:-J 
to meet the objeotlotis.
